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Almost  daily  there  arrive  in  the  audience  mail  several  practical  ideas  about  sub- 
scription procedures.  These  suggestions  and  the  long,  thoughtful  letters  that  usually 
contain  them  are  a  rich  resource  for  "promotion"  —  a  somewhat  timid,  sometimes 
fatigued  department  of  the  noble  struggle.  Many,  of  course,  are  ideas  long  since  con- 
sidered or  tried  and  for  specific  reasons  abandoned.  A  few  others  urge  some  basic  reori- 
entation (toward  commercial  advertising,  for  example)  which  is  inimical  to  KPFA's 
purpose  or  commitments.  But  even  these  ideas,  used  or  useless,  have  a  collective  meaning 
of  large  and  refreshing  importance.  Each  is  a  work  of  concern  with  the  same  objective. 
Without  undue  sentiment  or  pride  on  the  staff's  part,  it  is  precisely  the  evidence  that 
this  objective  is  so  widely  and  vigorously  shared  that  gives  KPFA  its  greatest  promise. 
Then  also  there  arrive,  like  the  unexpected  legacy  from  the  distant  relative,  those  oc- 
casional ideas  that  truly  fit  and  put  substance  into  the  spirit  of  the  thing. 

The  new  plan  for  supplementary  subscription  categories  is  an  example.  That  plan 
has  already  given  relief  to  the  station's  deficit  problem,  and  it  drew  generously  on 
accumulated  suggestions  from  subscribers.  Two  other  less  celebrated  examples  of  direct 
audience  help  in  promotion  planning  have  affected  the  procedures  for  gift  subscriptions. 
We  would  like  to  bring  these  a  little  more  to  light. 

Shortly  before  last  Christmas  a  subscriber  mailed  in  five  dollars,  with  instructions 
that  any  non-subscribing  KPFA  listener  could  have  those  five  dollars  as  half  of  a 
regular  year's  subscription,  if  he  put  up  the  other  five  himself.  This  "matching  grant" 
idea,  when  it  was  explained  on  the  air,  at  once  flowered  into  some  dozens  of  new  sub- 
scriptions; it  played  a  major  part  in  the  success  of  KPFA's  end-of-the-year  drive  for  4,000 
subscribers.  Certainly  it  is  an  idea  that  deserves  renewal.  Subscribers  who  would  like  to 
contribute  to  a  continuing  fund  for  this  purpose  may  do  so  with  assurance  that  their 
five-dollar  checks,  properly  earmarked,  will  be  applied  as  matching  halves  on  new 
regular  subscriptions.  When  a  matching  half  is  deposited  with  us,  its  availability  will 
be  announced  on  the  air  until  someone  takes  up  the  offer.

The  "matching  grant"  is,  in  effect,  half  a  gift  subscription  with  the  beneficiary  unspecified. 
More  recentlv  a  subscriber  who  was  thinking  about  the  other  kind  of  gift  subscription,  where 
the  full  vear's  rate  is  sent  in  on  behalf  of  a  designated  beneficiary,  asked  whether  there  was 
any  good  reason  for  which  such  gifts  could  not  be  treated  as  tax-deductible  contributions. 
There  is  no  good  reason  at  all.  To  treat  gift  subscriptions  as  contributions  does  involve  extra 
bookkeeping:  the  funds  received  to  be  entered  as  a  donation,  the  subscription  itself  charged  to 
promotion  expenses.  But  that  is  hardly  an  obstacle.  Searching  for  an  excuse,  we  conclude  that 
the  excellent  conformance  of  this  idea  escaped  us  on  account  of  the  rugby  season.  KPFA's 
bookkeeper  is  also  scrum  on  the  U.C.  rugby  team,  and  his  reappearance  in  tolerably  good 
repair  on  Mondav  mornings  is  an  occasion  for  gratitude  rather  than  complexity.  Nevertheless 
subscribers  who  wish  to  contribute  gift  subscriptions,  either  as  matching  halves  or  as  full 
subscriptions  for  named  beneficiaries,  may  hereafter  treat  their  gifts  as  tax-deductible  donations. 

Both  of  these  ideas  came  from  the  audience.  They  implement  their  own  motive— to  dis- 
tribute support  of  KPFA  more  widely.  In  the  logic  of  KPFA's  growth,  as  we  learned  long  ago, 
no  one  is  more  interested  in  where  the  next  subscriber  may  be  found  than  the  present  sub- 
scriber. We  recommend  these  two  fine  strokes  of  simplicity  for  the  response  they  themselves 
express.
